part this viewpoint has been 
encouraged health agencies 
themselves. Since many the ad- 
vances public health have had 


with the communicable diseases 


and have been achieved through the 
application vaccines and other pro- 
tective inoculations, public health has 
become associated with and identified 
‘‘medical matter,’’ and therefore 
considered ‘‘doctors’ 
With the development real 
with the health the world’s 
population, however, brought about 
primarily through the establishment 
the World Health Organization, 
concept public health has 
emerged. 1946 the constitution 
the defined health ‘‘a 
complete physical, mental and 
well-being and not merely the 
absence disease infirmity.’’ 
When one adopts this concept, 
Tealizes that control the mass out- 
breaks communicable disease but

the first step health and 
that the broad, realistic objectives 
health have with man’s 
successful adjustment to, his ju- 
dicious manipulation of, the particu- 
lar environment which part 
both individual and com- 
munity. 

would like, therefore, this dis- 
cussion consider the broad subject 
man’s adjustment environ- 
ment which, this instance, largely 
characterized and dominated 
irrigation agriculture. order 
keep the discussion tangible and 
down-to-earth basis, will con- 
fined the problems with which 
are grappling California. This need 
not unduly restrict the scope since 
this State has unusually wide 
range geographic, topographic, cli- 
matic, and demographic situations 
its small empire irrigated agricul- 
tural lands. 


Three Points View 


Our subject divides naturally into 
three points view, equally funda- 
mental and comparable magnitude 
and importance. 

Let consider first the ways 
which irrigation agriculture itself 
threatens man. This the area 
vector problems revolving principally 
around mosquitoes, flies, and rodents. 

Mosquitoes form, present, the 
principal vector threat human wel- 
fare California’s great Central 
Valley. area naturally arid, 
with subtropical climate, some 
million acres land have been placed 
under irrigation, and the State now 


embarking upon water re- 
source project which will add another 
million acres make this one 
the world’s largest areas irrigation 
agriculture. Three major types ir- 
rigation are practiced: continuous 
flooding for rice culture intermittent 
flooding pasture lands; and inter- 
mittent irrigation row crops such 
cotton. 

Under natural conditions, mosquito 
problems California were largely 
confined salt marshes along the 
coast and fresh water marshes, and 
river bottom land where the anophe- 
line species capable transmitting 
malaria were predominant. The ma- 
laria threat the Central Valley was 
for the most part confined the 
vicinity the two major stream sys- 
tems. With the development irri- 
gated agriculture the mosquito prob- 
lem was completely 
both quantitatively and qualitatively. 
Quantitatively the area water sur- 
face available and adapted mos- 
quito breeding increased least 
fiftyfold and, what most important, 
encompassed areas human habita- 
tion. Qualitatively, two profound 
changes occurred. The new habitats 
for mosquitoes provided irrigation 
patterns resulted the appearance, 
significant numbers, new types 
mosquitoes, bringing with them not 
only disease threat but threat 
man’s very existence through sheer 
torment numbers and vicious bit- 
ing habits. tarsalis pecul- 
iarly adapted irrigation habitats 
that infectious for 
which the most efficient vector, 
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has emerged major disease threat 
the irrigated areas. Furthermore, 
species Aedes mosquito, nigro- 
maculis, unknown California be- 
fore 1935, now breeds prolifically 
pastures subjected repeated 
flooding that neither man nor his live- 
stock could inhabit the area without 
mosquito control. 


Mosquito Control 


The second qualitative change per- 
tains control methods. Filling and 
draining, the historical methods 
controlling mosquitoes, are obviously 
restricted where water applied for 
irrigation purposes. Chlorinated hy- 
drocarbon insecticides have already 
lost their effectiveness most 
California’s Central Valley due 
the development resistance mos- 
quitoes. evident now 
that the solution the mosquito 
problem lies not the application 
isolated remedy agricultural 
operation but rather modification 
the agricultural operation 
manage land and water that some 
the conditions necessary the aquatic 
development the mosquito are 
longer present. 
necessary adjustments are compatible 
with modern concepts agricultural 
technology. 

Fly Potential 


Flies are indirect peripheral 
result irrigation agriculture 
California. Flies are, course, pro- 
duced urban areas wherever suit- 
able food and moisture conditions are 
trial areas, but the predominant fly 
potential that associated with the 
moist organic wastes commercial 
animal operations such poultry, 
rabbit, and hog ranches, 
feeding yards, dairies, associated 
with the semisolid wastes from the 
processing fruits and vegetables. 
All these activities are dependent 
upon irrigation agriculture. 


The flight range domestic flies 
from source areas attractive rest- 
ing and feeding areas has been dem- 
onstrated exceed miles. This be- 
ing true, virtually the entire popula- 
tion the State brought into the 
range effect agricultural fly 
breeding areas. true mos- 
quitoes, the development intensive 
irrigation agriculture what was 
formerly dry, warm area has re- 


sulted explosive vector fly po- 
tential, which, coupled with the in- 
vasion the same area cities and 
subdivisions, has produced com- 
bined disease hazard and nui- 
sance problem first magnitude. 


addition mosquitoes and flies, 
irrigation agriculture results 
tor problems associated with both 
terrestrial and aquatic gnats. The eye 
(Hippelates) breeds the moist 
soil irrigated date farms and upon 
emergence not only causes great an- 
noyance pest but also capable 
transmitting painful form 
conjunctivitis. Other biting and non- 
biting gnats have become established 
many lakes and reservoirs through- 
out California. Recreation and even 
habitation are frequently made vir- 
tually impossible without control. 
Snails, which are the intermediate 
hosts trematode worms causing 
schistosome dermatitis, have also es- 
tablished themselves impounded 
waters California. Fortunately the 
more serious problem Bilharziasis, 
associated directly with irrigation 
operations many parts the world, 
not known occur here. 


Rodents are matter concern 
California because they constitute the 
reservoir variety diseases in- 
cluding murine typhus, tularemia, re- 
lapsing fever, Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever, leptospirosis, and salmonellosis. 
The most portentious threat, however, 
perhaps that plague. Intensive 
surveys conducted continu- 
ously for 25-year period Cali- 
fornia have conclusively demonstrated 
that plague widely and firmly 
established the rural environment 
the State. First demonstrated 
Norway rats and ground squirrels, 
has recent years been shown that 
native field mice are probably the 
principal reservoir species. The inter- 
mingling agricultural and urban 
activities California has furnished 
ideal opportunities for transfer 
ectoparasites, and consequently plague 
infection, from field urban rodents. 
the continuing problem rodent 
fly control, the early promise 
easy solution through use chemicals 
has not materialized, thus forcing the 
realization that the environmental 
factors supporting rodents must 
modified adjustment man’s 


pattern living both urban and 
rural areas. 


Wastes and Its Adverse Effects 


The second point view which 
would like direct your attention 
the adverse effects both man and 
agriculture wastes originating 
agricultural areas. This subject has 
already been touched upon the 
previous discussion vector prob- 
lems and should evident that the 
vector problems resulting from bene- 
ficial use water for irrigation can 
wasteful use water. More directly, 
however, some wastes themselves 
constitute threat health. Califor- 
nia’s cities and towns are mostly 
served with community sewers, and 
those which are not, the houses al- 
most uniformly have water-flushed 
toilets with underground disposal 
sewage the premises. Even the 
rural areas such conveniences are the 
standard pattern. the actual har- 
vesting food crops the field, 
however, not only are water-flushed 
toilets not available but even privies 
frequently are not provided, and dis- 
posal human excreta presents 
triple threat contamination the 
food source contamination 
flies which may travel areas 
habitation, and decidedly unsafe 
working environment for the harvest- 
ing crews, particularly since hand- 
washing facilities are also lacking. 
Where sewers serve towns 
the interior agricultural portion 
the State, final disposal must either 
surface streams the land. 
Unless such sewage has received treat- 
ment, including disinfection, pre- 
sents the threat water pollution 
discharged stream and food con- 
tamination used irrigate food 
hazard persons working the area 
who may drink the water. 


Protective Measures Agricultural 
Communities 


sively developed area like California 
assume that with the technical 
knowledge and equipment available 
protect public water and food sup- 
plies that the individual person need 
not concern himself with these prob- 
lems. While this substantially true 
regards the consumer water 
the purchaser food and milk 
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cities, the person agricultural 
setting frequently exposed risks 
food, water, and personal contam- 
before the protective measures 
enjoyed the city dweller can 
applied. tend not realize the 
significance leaving our ‘‘pro- 
tected’’ cities and communities and 
bringing ourselves into intimate con- 
tact with the ‘‘raw’’ environment. 


Agriculture 


The ‘‘sewage’’ from industry pre- 
sents entirely different kind 
problem which may constitute 
threat agriculture. Industrial proc- 
esses usually involve the large-scale 
use soluble chemicals, and the in- 
these chemicals the 
waste water from our industries may 
make such water ‘‘poisonous’’ for 
later irrigation use. Even though 
toxic chemicals are used, the mere 
mineral content may ren- 
der water unusable for irrigation. 
irrigation agriculture may itself 
classed industry, its liquid 
waste represented return irriga- 
tion water readily falls into the cate- 
gory question and are presented 
with the spectacle industry 
itself. the industrial 
waste contains neither toxic chemicals 
nor mere excess minerals may 
exert still further effect 
irrigation agriculture. contain- 
ing solution suspension large 
amounts organic material fruit 
vegetable origin, the liquid waste 
may exert oxygen demand great 
that cannot met either oxy- 
genation from the atmosphere dilu- 
tion streams, and the resulting 
odor nuisances may far exceed those 
from the improper disposal do- 
sewage. 

The control agricultural pests 
the use many tons insecticides 
per year, and these are 
niques which use the atmosphere it- 
self vehicle distribution and 
application. Such contaminated air 
may drift away from the area 
treatment and carry insecticide with 
it, which may later deposited upon 
foodstuffs inhaled nearby resi- 
dents. far more severe threat 
course exists persons applying the 
insecticide inhale toxic insecti- 
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cides are deliberately applied food 
crops. 
Loss Natural Resources 


may thus seen that the wastes 
agriculture and man are capable 
creating threat both agricul- 
ture and man. But the subject 
waste broader than this. far 
more fundamental sense, wastes are 
threat because they are loss 
natural resources. The garbage and 
combustible rubbish communities 
important and valuable re- 
source. burn bury may 
seem desirable and convenient 
open dumps which result vector 
hazards and nuisances. the long- 
range view, however, the continual 
organic material, using 
practice which would only toler- 
ated economy waste and con- 
stitutes real threat the soil 
resource. 


Water also limited resource. 
discharge chemically 
water into the ocean, means 
part the cost biolog- 
stabilization the organic mate- 
rial domestic sewage origin which 
true that reuse sewage for agri- 
irrigation may fraught 
with health hazards, 
earlier, but these problems can 
solved without abandoning the con- 
reuse. 

Probably the greatest waste nat- 
ural resources that takes place 
California the waste solar en- 
ergy. the petroleum resources 
this State dwindle and the few re- 
maining power oppor- 
tunities become exploited, solar en- 
ergy will emerge tremendous 
untapped potential. the present 
state solar energy technology, 
photosynthesis probably the method 
utilization solar energy most 
ready exploited, and photosyn- 
thesis the realm agriculture. 
greater productivity food per 
acre becomes pressing necessity, 
well may the next years, Cali- 
fornia’s irrigation agriculture, 
well within the earth’s solar 
belt, indeed area opportunity. 
While much remains done 
perfecting the techniques maxi- 
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mum utilization solar energy 
photosynthesis, certainly sugges- 
tive that research carried out the 
University California the con- 
trolled production green algae, fer- 
tilized symbiotically sewage, has 
shown that this technique produces 
times much protein and fat per 
acre per year does grazing cat- 
tle irrigated pasture using conven- 
tional practices. 


Threat Population Pressures 


The final point view that wish 
review the threat which sheer 
population pressure presents irri- 
gation agriculture. think evi- 
dent from this that 
eannot think irrigation agriculture 
separate from and unrelated 
other developments that inevitably 
accompany state like Califor- 
nia. The development water re- 
source plan permit million 
acres placed under irrigation 
California was only possible the 
total economy the State expanded 
absorb the costs. The next mil- 
lion acres will call for the expendi- 
ture additional billions dollars. 
This can only contemplated be- 
eause California now has strong 
economy based balanced develop- 
ment agriculture, industry, and 
million people, and experiencing 
steady growth and expansion these 
factors which will with certainty con- 
tinue for least another vears. 


One consequence this simultane- 
ous development agriculture and 
industry and cities air pollution 
and, particular, that brand air 
pollution far largely confined 
California, namely, smog. Smog has, 
without question, profound and far- 
reaching effects human health, but 
even levels below which annoys 
human beings, smog affects living 
plants. The precise chemical 
tion the component smog that 
adversely affects living things has not 
been identified but has been estab- 
lished with reasonable certainty that 
the raw materials smog are hydro- 
earbons and that smog results from 
incomplete combustion hydrocar- 
bons the atmosphere itself the 
presence sunlight and oxides 
nitrogen. Smog therefore photo- 
synthesis gone awry and detri- 
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mental utilization solar energy. 
The parts the system subject 
man’s control are the fuels uses 
and the manner which uses 
them. The motor vehicle constitutes 
the largest presently uncontrollable 
artificial factor smog production, 
but this does not mean that only those 
motor vehicles operating agricul- 
tural areas produce damage crops. 
has been demonstrated that con- 
taminated air masses from urban 
areas can and migrate bodily into 
surrounding areas, traveling dis- 
tance many miles without losing 
their identity and potential for dam- 
age crops. may thus seen that 
the development cities and popula- 
tion centers may have direct and 
profound adverse effect upon agricul- 
ture result air pollution. At- 
mospheric phenomena and weather 
play large part smog formation, 
and may well prove that the very 
areas suited maximum development 
irrigation agriculture are the areas 
most critical from air pollution 
standpoint. 


Land Use Planning 


second way which population 
pressure threatens irrigation agricul- 
ture the field land use plan- 
ning. The current trend urban de- 
velopment away from the 
toward dispersed residential 
development with dispersed shopping 
areas and recreational facilities 
that one need ‘‘go town’’ 
shop amuse himself. Even commer- 
cial and industrial developments are 
being deliberately dispersed. The re- 
sult this that there ever- 
keener competition for the best agri- 
land. Flat land may not 
the most attractive land live but 
the cheapest which develop 
subdivisions and the subdivider 
and not the buyer who selects the lo- 
eation. The great citrus belt South- 
ern California was once wonderland 
mile after mile trees loaded with 
the real gold California. Today 
this area presents the sorry sight 
few scattered and poorly kept orange 
groves, representing the last survivors 
against the creeping monster end- 
less subdivision tracts. may thus 
seen that not only does irrigation 
agriculture have the potential 
threaten man’s health and welfare, 
not only the wastes originating

planning agencies with problems 
land use and location industries 
and cities, has gone and will not re- 
turn. Increasingly the future 
must each ‘‘our brother’s 
and this means that must look to- 
gether the total problems man 
and his environment.

Dr. Walter Murray Dickie, former 
Director the California State De- 
partment Public Health, died 
his Berkeley home May 8th after 
brief illness. was 82. 

Dr. Dickie served total 
years head the department, 
holding office under four governors, 
1920-1931 and 1935-1940. began 
his public health career 1917 
investigator for the newly created 
Bureau Social Hygiene, later that 
year was appointed chief the 
bureau, and was the first person 
hold the title State Director 
Health. Formerly the position 
was Secretary the Board Health. 

During his years service, Dr. 
Dickie was responsible for many 
health safeguards, including the re- 
quirement for prenatal and premar- 
ital blood tests. During the 1920’s 
under his leadership and guidance, 
with funds from the Rockefeller 
Foundation, full time local health 
departments were successfully pro- 
moted. 1935 with assistance So- 
Security funds the establishment 
local health departments was fur- 
ther stimulated and the foundations 
modern public health organization 
were laid. The fields sanitation, 
malaria control, cannery inspection, 
dental health, health nursing, 
venereal disease control, adult health, 
and maternal and child health were 
expanded and strengthened during 
his administration.
